Only candidates and alternates who 


are accepted will tie notified by Major 
SteeOuumr umUr a new ruling Just 
issttl&Ktemi-'tlie central departments. 
Candidates *fed are not accepted for 
Immediate" attendance will lie notified 
of this fact from the central depart- 
ment headquarters at Chicago. Major 
Steedman had advised candidates ex- 
amined at other points that he would 
notify them of' the result, and 
he 


wishes it made clear that this notifica 
lion in the case of candidates who 
are not accepted will not comp from 
him. 


Will Pill Quota. 


Major Steedman is confident that 


North Dakota's quota of 1l:J candi 
dates-.for the second camp will be 
filled.vrTift gpoti material. About 430 
appiteahts will' have been examined 
when trie round of the state is com- 
pleted. Marge, with 80, presented the 
largest number o.f candidates: Minot 
ranked second with GO, and the Bis- 
marck district will take third place. 
Dickinson has about 25 candidates to 
be examined, and Jamestown offered 
:',n candidates.

empted or discharged on appeal by 
the district board, and some will be 
rejected at mobilization camp.
